The F.C.C. is now receiving comments on its ‘Notice of Proposed Rulemaking’, Docket 
No. 20282, released Dec. 16, 1974. The proposed new rules governing Amateur li- 
censes would have a profound effect on the existing license structure if adopted as 
proposed. The closing date for comments is July 16, 1975, after which the Commissioners 
will approve a final versien. New rules would not go into effect before 1976, 
prebdabiy e : 

The following excerpt is &ken from an editorial published in a special edition 
of 'Ham Radio! om Dec. 31, 1974 by Joe Schroeder, W9JUV. 

"As proposed, (the new program) provides a new licensing program with strong 
and varied incentives to each amateur to upgrade himself as his abilities and intee 
rests change. The licensing framework proposed in this Docket is far more tailered 
to the individual's needs than either present or past programs have been." 
"Licenses: Licenses would be divided into two series, Series A (below 29 MHz) and 
B Cabove 29 MHz ) Plus Extra Class, which will carry full privileges on all frequen- 
cies. Two new VHF-only licenses would be offered, Experimenter (VHF equivalent 
of Advanced) and C@mmmicator (no-code, FM only). Present holders of General and 
Advanced Class licenses would receive their additional VHF equivalents simply by 
applying for them, but future applicants would have to take separate tests. Extra 
Class operator licenses would become lifetime, though'an Extra's station license 
would still have to be renewed. Novice license terms would change to five years, 
renewable, while Conditional licenses (except those issued for physical disability) 
would become non-renewable. ; 


"Frequencies: Below 29 MHz, an Advanced Class licensee would gain phone privileges 


Row enjoyed by the Extras, who in turn would retain their present exclusive OW Ce 


slots. General Class licensees would see no change. Above 29 MHz the Experimenter 
Class would heave everything. Techs gain everything above 50 MHz while Communicators 
would be permitted all above 144 MRz, 


"Emissions: Extra, Experimenter and Advanced would have all modes permitted on the 
appropriate frequencies. General and Tech would be permitted Al, A3, and F3 only, 
while the Novices would use Al only and Communicators F3 only. 

"Power: Extra, Experimenter and Advanced licensees would be permitted to run two 
KW PEP output; General and Tech, 500 WePEP output; Oommunicator and Novice 250 W 
inputs 


"Amateur-Administered Exams: The presence of two licensed amateurs would be required 
when a il" exam is being given."

At its meeting on May 15-16, 1975, the ARRL Board of Directors estab- 
lished the League position on the FCC restructuring proposal, Docket 20282. 
The Directors were guided by the results of a survey of the entire U.S. mem- 
bership of the League which was conducted in March and April, and to which 


over 56,000 members responded. 


The Board did not endorse the concept of a 


dual-ladder structure dividing amateur radio into hf and vhf "tracks," but 
instead proposed a unified, logical progression up from a basic entry-level 
license, with each class of license including all privileges of those grades 


below it.

Complete details on the ARRL Board meeting will appear in the July issue of QST, and the complete text of the 
League filing will appear in a subsequent issue — probably August. A summary of the results of the membership survey on 
restructuring also will be in an early issue. 


Support for the League position on restructuring can be expressed in two ways. First, you can send a letter to the 
Amateur and Citizens Division, FCC, Washington, DC 20554, endorsing the ARRL position on amateur restructuring. Even 
better, you can encourage the members of your club to join the ARRL. A further increase in League membership, already at its 
highest level in history, will be a message to the FCC that amateurs are united in their support of a proposal that would permit 
present licensees to retain their privileges. Your support of the League will be extremely important as we continue the tasks of 
strengthening the amateur radio service and preparing for the world frequency conference on the horizon. The League’s position 
on restructuring of our service has been reached with those goals in mind.
